REMARKS 

The indication by the Examiner that claims 1-16, 24, 28, and 29, are allowable as 
written in acknowledged with appreciation. 

Claims 1-29 are pending in the application; the status of the claims is as follows: 
Claims 1-16, 24, 28, and 29 are allowed; 
Claim 28 is objected to because of informalities; 

Claims 17, 18, 20-23, and 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kaji, U.S. Patent No. 6,476,868; 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious over Kaji in view 
of Miyawaki, U.S.6,522,360. 

By this amendment, claim 28 has been amended to address the informalities 
pointed out by the Examiner. The specific recommendations provided by the Examiner 
are also noted with appreciation. Claim 28, as amended, should now be clear and 
grammatical and should not be objectionable to the Examiner. In view of the foregoing, 
applicants respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the objections. 

Also by this amendment, claims 17-23 and 25-27 have been cancelled, thereby 
rendering the section 102 and 103 rejections moot. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, this application is considered to 
be in condition for allowance, and an early reconsideration and a notice of allowance are 
respectfully requested.
